The Mid-Coast Home Health Agency, in its ninth year of 
operation, continues to provide nursing and physical 
therapy services to the citizens of Knox, Lincoln and 
Waldo Counties. 


Referrals received at our office in Rockland are assigned 
to the staff of five full time and seven part time nurses 
who live in the three county area. During 1974, our 
nursing staff was increased from nine to eleven nurses. 
This year, to meet the increased demand for these services, 
we have added a registered physical therapist to our staff. 


A total of 1893 nursing and physical therapy visits were 
made in Waldo County. In many cases, these visits 
helped people remain in their own homes rather than 
their being admitted to a hospital or nursing home. 


Our staff traveled over 125,000 miles in the three county 
area to provide these services to persons of all ages. No 
one is denied care because of inability to pay. 


The Mid-Coast Home Health Agency appreciates the 
continued financial support from the towns they serve.

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ORDINANCE RELATING TO FLOOD HAZARD 
BUILDING PERMIT SYSTEM AND 
REVIEW PROCEDURE 


WHEREAS, the Town of Searsmont elects to comply 
with the requirements of the National Flood Insurance 
act of 1968 (P. L. 90-448), as amended) ; and; 


WHEREAS, The National Flood Insurance Program 
established in the aforesaid Act provides that maps shall 
be provided by the Federal Insurance Administration 
identifying those areas of the Town in the flood plain 
having a special flood hazard; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Town 
of Searsmont as follows: 


1. Permit. Before construction, relocation replace- 
ment, or substantial enlargement or modification of any 
building has commenced in the special flood hazard area 
designated on the maps prepared in accordance with the 
National Flood Insurance Act of 1968, as amended, the 
owner or lessee, or the architect, engineer, contractor or 
builder employed by such owner or lessee, shall obtain 
from the Planning Board a permit covering such proposed 
work. 


2. Application. The application for a permit shall 
be submitted in writing to the Planning Board and shall 
include: 


a. the name and address of applicant, 


b. an address or a map indicating the location of the 
construction site.

d. a statement of intended use ob 
structure (Ss), 


e. a statement as to the type of sewage system pro- 
posed, 


f. specification of dimensions of the proposed 
structure(s) (length, width and height), 


g. the elevation (in relation to ground and mean sea 
level) of the lowest fioor, including basement, 
and if the lowest floor is below grade on one 
or more sides, the elevation of the floor im- 
mediately above, and, 


h. a copy of the plans and specifications of the pro- 
posed construction. This requirement may be 
modified by decision of the Planning Board 
when in their opinion such information is or 
is not needed to determine the conformance 
of the proposed construction with this ordi- 
nance. 


3. Fee. <A permit fee of $8.00 (three dollars) shall 
be paid to the town clerk (for compensation of the Code 
Enforcement Officer) with a copy of the receipt to 
accompany the application. 


4. Review. The Planning Board or Selectmen 
Shall review all aforesaid building permit applications 
to determine whether proposed building sites will be 
reasonably safe from flooding. Any construction, re- 
location, replacement or substantial enlargement or 
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modification of any building (including prefabricated 
and mobile homes upon buildng sites in the special 
flood hazard area must: 


a. be designed or modified and anchored to prevent 
flotation, collapse or lateral movement of the 
structure, 


b. use construction material and utility equipment 
that are resistant to flood damage, and 

c. use construction methods and practices that will 
minimize fiood damage. 


5. Subdivision. The (Planning Board or Select- 
men)* shall, when reviewing subdivisions under 30 M.R. 
S. A. §4956, assure that: 


a. All such proposals are consistent with the need 
to minimize fiood damage, 


b. all public utilities and facilities, such as sewer, 
gas, electrical and water systems are located 
elevated, and constructed to minimize or 
eliminate flood damages, and, 


ec. adequate drainage is provided so as to reduce 
exposure to flood hazards. 


6. Plumbing. The Plumbing Inspector shall require 
new or replacement water supply systems and sanitary 
sewage systems to be designed to minimize or eliminate 
infiltration of flood waters into the systems and discharges 
from the systems into flood waters, and require on-site 
waste disposal systems to be located so as to avoid im- 
pairment of them or contamination from them during 
flooding. 


7. Regulations. The (Planning Board or Select- 
men)* may adopt any reasonable regulations that are 
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consistent with and in furtherance of the objectives of 
sections 4, 5, and 6, above, that they deem necessary for 
the proper enforcement of said sections and which are 
consistent with State law. 


8. Variances. The Board of Appeals may, upon 
written application of the affected landowner, grant a 
variance from the strict application of this Ordinance 
under the following conditions: 


a. the strict application of the terms of this Ordi- 
nance would result in undue hardship to the 
applicant or would not be in the best interest 
of the community, and, 


b. the hardship is not the result of action taken by 
the applicant or a prior owner in violation of 
this Ordinance. 


9. Appeals. The Board of Appeals may, upon 
written application of an aggrieved party and after 
public notice, hear appeals from determinations of the 
(Planning Board, Selectmen or Code Enforcement Of- 
ficer)* in the administration of this Ordinance. Such 
hearings shall be held in accordance with State laws. 
Following such hearing, the Board of Appeals may reverse 
the decision of the (Planning Board, Selectmen or Code 
Enforcement Officer) * only upon finding that the decision 
is clearly contrary to specific provisions of this Ordinance. 
An appeal may be taken within thirty days after any 
decision is rendered by the Board of Appeals, by any 
party to Superior Court in accordance with State law. 


10. Enforcement. It shall be the duty of the (Code 
Enforcement Officer or Planning Board)* to enforce the 
provisions of this Ordinance. If the (Code Enforcement 
Officer or Planning Board) * finds that any provision of 
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this Ordinance is being violated, (he or they) shall notify 
in writing the person responsible for such violation in- 
dicating the nature of the violation and ordering the 
action necessary to correct it. 

When the above action does not result in the correc- 
tion or abatement of the violation, the Municipal Officers, 
upon notice from the (Code Enforcement Officer or 
Planning Board)* are hereby authorized and directed 
to institute any and all actions, whether legal or equitable, 
necessary to the enforcement of this Ordinance. Any 
person who continues to violate any provision of this 
Ordinance after receiving notice of such violation shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor subject to a fine of up to 
$100.00 for each violation. Each day such a violation is 
continued is a separate offense.

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~~ SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as it 
pertained to the handling of cash and other matters of 
financial concern. Cash accounts were verified by recon- 
ciliation of bank statements and count of cash. . 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
disbursements and bank charges. Vouchers, payrolls and 
canceled checks were examined on a selective basis. 
Letters of confirmation were used on a test basis to verify 
the correctness of recorded assets and liabilities. 


Revenue accruing to the municipality from various 
sources was examined and checked to pertinent records. 
Records of the town meeting, as they pertained to finan- 
cial matters, were reviewed. Trust, special, reserve, and 
federal revenue sharing fund transactions were checked. 
Insurance and surety bond coverages were determined. 


COMMENTS 
DEPARTMENTAL OPERATIONS 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that a net unexpended 
departmental balance of $18,082.40 was lapsed to 
unappropriated surplus, per the following summary: 


Departmental Accounts:

Overdrafts 2,303.34 
Net Unexpended Balance $18,082.40 


The overlay, supplemental taxes, and unexpended bal- 
ances in the snow removal and education accounts less 
the tax discounts were the major factors contributing to 
the net unexpended departmental balance lapsed.

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The following comments pertain to the accompanying 
financial statements: 


ASSETS). The general cash balance was $9,288.76 
at the year end. The bank balance used in reconciling 
the demand deposit balance was confirmed by the depos- 
itory. A change fund of $50.00 was on hand and in the 
custody of the tax collector. 


INVESTMENTS.......... General fund and federal revenue 
sharing funds of $15,349.49 and $15,185.85 respectively. 
were invested in savings accounts with the Bangor Savings 
Bank, Belfast, Maine. 


Accounts receivable of $3,521.50 due from the State of 
Maine for Town Road Improvement expenditures had 
been paid prior to the date of audit. 


Taxes receivable of $9,324.62 represented current year 
accounts of $9,294.02 and 1972 accounts totaling $30.60. 
Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to

The excess of actual state revenue sharing over estimated 
totaling $142.55 was carried forward to be applied 
toward the 1974 tax commitment. 


FEDERAL REVENUE SHARING............ Federal Revenue 
sharing payments for the entitlement periods January 1, 
1972 to. June 30; 1972, July 1972 to Décempers. 
1972, January 1, 1973’ to June 30, 1973, and the first 
two quarterly payments for the fiscal year beginning 
July 1, 1973 amounted to $23,887.00. Interest earnings 
credited to the fund totaled $298.85. Appropriated reve- 
nue sharing funds of $5,500.00 were transferred to the 
town’s operational accounts for sanitary land fill and 
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$3,500.00 was designated for the fire house capital reserve 
fund. Unappropriated funds at February 1, 1974 totaled 
$15,185.85. | 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $35,391.03, 
an increase of $12,001.51 for the year. This change was 
occasioned principally by the net unexpended depart- 
mental balance lapsed and interest on investments, less 
voter authorized transfers for highway and state aid road 
construction purposes.

AMENDMENTS TO THE SEARSMONT 
SHORELAND ZONING ORDINANCE 
Of March 16, 1974 


Section 6. Districts and the Zoning Map. 


The areas to which this ordinance is applicable are 
hereby divided into the following district as shown on 
the Official Shoreland Zoning Map: ! 


1. Resource Protection District. 
2. Village District. 


3. Limited Residential-Recreationl District. 


The Official Shoreland Zoning Map of the Town of 
Searsmont is the original lot map drawn from the plan 
copied by H. P. Farrow, Belmont, Maine - 1891. This 
map Shall be on file in the Office of the Selectmen. All 
future amendments thereto, is hereby made a part of and 
incorporated into this Ordinance. 


Section 9. Districts. 


A. Resource Protection District. 


The Resource Protection District shall include 250’ 
of Quantabacook Outlet including the applicable 
shoreland areas of lots 7, 70, and 6; 250’ of Bartlett 
Stream beginning at the mouth of the stream and 
including those applicable shoreland areas of lot 
numbers 11 and 91; that wetlands area of lot number 
89 located within the 190’ contour line as referred 
to in the U.S. Geological Survey topographical map; 
250’ of Little Pond; 250’ or the 220’ contour line of 
the shrub swamp wetlands located at the southerly 
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end of Lawry Pond as defined in the U. S. Geodetic 
topographical map, the island of Lawry Pond, and 
250’ or the 220’ contour line of the shrub swamp 
wetlands area located at the notherly end of Lawry 
Pond as referred to in the U. 8S. Geological Survey 
topographical map; and Ruffingham Meadow and 
inlet to the Montville town line. 


Village District. 


The Village District shall include lots numbers 68, 
69, 78, 74, 8, part of lot 9, and part of lot 10 accord- 
ing to the original map of the Town of Searsmont. 
The parts of lots 9 and 10 included will be those 
sections included in the area beginning at the North- 
westerly boundary line of lot number 75, extending 
through lot numbers 9 and 10 to the Southwesterly 
boundary line of lot 50. 


Limited Residential-Recreational District. 


The Limited Residential-Recreational District shall 
include 250’ of the St. George River excluding those 
shoreland areas in the Village District, 250’ of Quan- 
tabacook Pond (Lake) excluding those shoreland 
areas in the Resource Protection District, 250’ of the 
shoreland areas of Levenseller Pond located in 
Searsmont, 250’ of Lawry Pond excluding those 
shoreland areas in the Resource Protection District, 
and 250’ of Bartlett Stream excluding those shore- 
land areas in the Resource Protection District.

I am sending you a summary of service provided by 
our agency in the year 1975. Kno-Wal-Lin Community 
Health, under the previous name of Mid-Coast Home 
Health, has provided 11,419 visits to persons living in 
Knox, Waldo, and Lincoln Counties. These consist of 
home visits by nurses and physical therapists. Waldo 
County received 2,659 of these visits, with 75 being to 
persons in your town. 


These visits are reimbursed by Medicare to a total 
of 49% of our total budget. State funds covered 22% 
of these visits. A special grant from SEKA-ME, under 
Central Senior Citizens Asociation, covered 20% of 
these visits, that were not eligible for federal or state 
funds. Persons paying their own bills, or covered by other 
third-party sources accounted for about 1% of the visits 
Town funding covers the visits not covered by any other 
source, about 8%. 


I am sure you are aware of the political overtones 
of Medicare and state reimbursement continuing at its 
present level. We are also aware that our SEA-ME grant 
covers to March 31st of this year with no assurance it 
will be continued. We may be in the position of asking 
the towns to pick up a loss of over 20% of our financial

In our opinion, the exhibits and schedules incorporated 
in this report present fairly the financial position of the 
Town at February 1, 1975, and the results of its finan- 
cial operations for the period indicated.

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SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as it per- 
tained to the handling of cash and other matters of 
financial concern. Cash accounts were verified by recon- 
ciliation of bank statements and count of cash. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well 
as disbursements and bank charges. Vouchers payrolls 
and canceled checks were examined on a selective basis. 
Letters of confirmation were used on a test basis to verify 
the correctness of recorded assets and liabilities. 


Revenue accruing to the municipality from various 
sources was examined and checked to pertinent records. 
Records of the town meeting, as they pertained to finan- 
cial matters, were reviewed. Trust, special, reserve and 
federal revenue sharing fund transactions were checked. 
Insurance and surety bond coverages were determined. 


COMMENTS 
DEPARTMENTAL OPERATIONS 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that a net unex- 
pended departmental balance of $12,629.69 was lapsed 
to unappropriated surplus, per the following summary. 


Departmental Accounts: 


Unexpended Balances $16,623.96 
Overdrafts 3,994.27 
Net Unexpended Balance $12,629.69 


The overlay and unexpended balances in the snow re- 
moval and roads and brdges accounts less tax discounts, 
abatements and an overdraft in the debt and interest 
accounts were the major factors contributing to the net 
unexpended departmental balance. 
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The following comments pertain to the accompanying 
financial statements: 


ASE TS .20-5 3 The general cash balance was $22,476.80 
at the year end. The bank balance used in reconciling 
the demand deposit balance was confirmed by the de- 
pository. A change fund of $50.00 was on hand and in 
the custody of the tax collector. 


INVESTMENTS. ...General fund and federal revenue 
sharing funds of $12,603.35 and $22,686.26 respectively 
were invested in savings accounts with the Bangor 
Savings Bank, Belfast, Maine. 


Accounts receivable of $6,100.17 consisted principally of 
amounts due from the State for inventory tax refund and 
federal disaster relief expenditures. 


Taxes receivable of $16,716.97 represented current year 
accounts of $16,658.17 and prior year accounts of $58.80 
dating from 1972. Tax Liens and tax acquired property 
amounted to $3,898.95 and $218.76 respectively. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS. ..Notes pay- 
able of $17,000.00 at year end represented funds used 
for purchase of a new fire truck. 


Unexpended departmental account balances totaling 
$13,218.95, were carried forward pending approval by 
the voters. 


The excess of actual state revenue sharing over estimated 
totaling $78.73 was carried forward to be applied to the 
1975 tax commitment. 


FEDERAL REVENUE SHARING...... Unappropriated 
federal revenue sharing funds of $15,185.85 were avail- 
able at February 2, 1974. Entitlement payments for the 
fiscal year amounted to $16,530.00. Interest earnings 
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credited to the fund totaled $970.41. Appropriated fed- 
eral revenue sharing funds of $10,000.00 were: trans- 
ferred to the town’s operating account for the purchase 
of a new fire truck and $5,000.00 was allocated for a 
sanitary land fill project. It should be noted that 
$5,000.00 was due the general fund at the year end. 
Unappropriated funds at February 1, 1975 totaled 
$17,686.26. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $53,717.32 an 
increase of $18,326.29 for the year. This change was 
occasioned principally by the net unexpended depart- 
mental balance lapsed, interest on investments and state 
inventory tax refund. 


eC LN 2) Sane ee ee Trust fund principals totaled 
$19,066.26 and unexpended income was $8,217.99. The 
trust funds were represented by bank deposits totaling 
$15,784.05 and securities of $11,500.00. The deposits 
were confirmed by the bank and the securities were 
physically checked at the town office. 


SPECIAL FUNDS....... The Marriner School Fund of 
$722.20 and the School Building Fund of $2,667.82 were 
confirmed as being on deposit with the Bangor Savings 
Bank, Belfast, Maine. 


GENERAL. .....The use of all excise tax revenue for snow 
removal purposes were voter authorized at the town 
meeting. The voters also authorized the use of federal 
revenue sharing funds for specific purposes. 


RECOMMENDATIONS..... Deposits should be made 
more frequently by the treasurer in order to abide by 
the statute pertaining to deposit of town treasurer’s 
funds.

We are the certified reimbursement agency for 
Medicare and Medicaid coverage of ‘home health care’’ 
in Knox, Waldo, and Lincoln Counties. We are in our 
eleventh year of serving the five hospitals in this three 
county area. Until approximately a year ago we were 
known as the Mid-Coast Home Health Agency. 


Our service is an ‘‘alternative”’ to institutional care 
for health problems. This service is on a stand-by basis 
comparable to hospital, ambulance, and fire department 
services. We are available when called upon. 


This alternative care allows persons to avoid insti- 
tutional care, leave hospitals early, or to remain at home, 
as a personal choice. The service is available to anyone 
with a matter of reimbursement a secondary matter. The 
services provided are those of a visiting registered nurse, 
a visiting registered physical therapist, a visiting occupa- 
tional therapist, or a certified home health aide. 
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Our reimbursement for ‘‘approved’’ Medicare and 
Medicaid visits is at ‘“‘true cost’? with retroactive reim- 
bursement. Most of our costs (80-90% are covered by 
these resources. In the case where a person doesn’t 
qualify for Medicare or Medicaid we use funds from 
grant applications, town funds, and contributions. 


We are now ia the fifth year of a small SEA-ME 
grant from Central Senior Citizens that covers visits to 
senior citizens not covered by other sources. Annual 
renewal of this grant is subject to outside pressures. 
Town funds account for approximately 3-5% of our 
annual budget, with contributions covering about .001%. 
Without these limited funds, our agency would be forced 
to restrict services to those of a “reimburseable”’ nature. 


Our agency conducted 11,744 home visits during a 
twelve month period from November 1975 to October 
1976. In addition we conducted health screening clinics 
in several towns, provided consultative services to several 
boarding homes, and cooperated with the medical com- 
munity by assisting in referral. Our agency, at any one 
time, has an active caseload that numbers more persons 
than the bed capacity of all five hospitals. 


Our request for town funds last year reflected a 
25% increase, with the expressed intention of another 
25% this year. This was seen as an effort to cover the 
needs of your citizens who are unable to have their home 
health care covered by a third-party reimbursement 
source. With the risk of having to restrict services 
realized, we are going to stress fund raising and ask for 
only a slightly less than 10% increase. This would bring 
our request to $135.00 for the new year.

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SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as _ it 
pertained to the handling of cash and other matters of 
financial concern. Cash accounts were verified by recon- 
ciliation of bank statements and count of cash. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well 
as disbursements and bank charges. Vouchers, payrolls 
and canceled checks were examined on a selective basis. 
Letters of confirmation were used on a test basis to 
verify the correctness of recorded assets and liabilities. 


Revenue accruing to the municipality from various 
sources was examined and checked to pertinent records. 
Records of the town meeting, as they pertained to 
financial matters, were reviewed. Trust, special, reserve 
and federal revenue sharing fund transactions were 
checked. Insurance and surety bond coverages were 
determined. 


COMMENTS 
Departmental Operations 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that a _ net 
unexpended departmental balance of $1,188.87 was 
lapsed to unappropriated surplus, per the following 
summary: 


Departmental Accounts: 


Unexpended Balances $4,272.26 
Overdrafts 3,083.39 


Net Unexpended Balance $1,188.87 
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The overlay, supplemental taxes and unexpended bal- 
ances in the interest and tax collector’s commissions 
accounts, less discounts on taxes and overdrafts in the 
fire department equipment, workmen’s compensation 
and roads and bridges accounts were the major factors 
contributing to the net unexpended departmental bal- 
ance. 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying 
financial statements: 


JOO See The general cash balance was $28,006.30 at 
the year end. The bank balance used in reconciling the 
demand deposit balance was confirmed by the deposit- 
ory. A change fund of $50.00 was on hand and in the 
custody of the tax collector. 


INVESTMENTS.......... General fund and federal revenue 
sharing funds of $22,041.47 and $20,013.44 respectively 
were invested in savings accounts with the Bangor 
Savings Bank, Belfast, Maine. 


Taxes receivable of $16,713.81 represented current year 
accounts of $16,506.38 and prior year accounts of 
$207.43 dating from 1972. Tax lens and tax acquired 
property amounted to $4,467.20 and $13.26 respectivelv. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUBS........ Accounts 
payable of $185.60 at the year end represented an over 
payment of taxes to be refunded. 

Unexpended departmental account balances totaling 
$26,633.34 were carried forward pending approval by 
the voters. 


FEDERAL REVENUE SHARING............ Unappropriated 
federal revenue sharing funds of $17,686.26 were avail- 
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able at February 2, 1975. Entitlement payments for the 
fiseal year amounted to $13,789.00. Interest earnings 
credited to the fund totaled $655.05. Appropriated fed- 
eral revenue sharing funds of $17,116.87 were trans- 
ferred to the town’s operating account for payment of 
the new fire truck note. It should be noted that $5,000.00 
was due the general fund at the year end. Unappropria- 
ated funds at February 1, 1976 totaled $15,013.44. 


It appears that the Town is not in compliance with 
Section 51.31 of the revenue sharing regulations. Federal 
revenue sharing funds of $116.87 were appropriated for 
interest on the fire truck note. This is not a permissable 
expenditures in accordance with the regulations. It is 
suggested that corrective action be taken to reimburse 
the fund by $116.87. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $49,423.10 a 
decrease of $4,294.22. This change was occasioned prin- 
cipally by authorized transfer for departmental opera- 
tions less the net unexpended departmental balance 
lapsed. 


TRUST FUNDS2..2. ee Trust fund principals totaled 
$19,666.26 and unexpended income was $8,817.47. The 
trust funds were represented by bank deposits totaling 
$16,983.73 and securities of $11,500.00. The deposits 
were confirmed by the bank and the securities were 
physically checked at the town office. 


SPECIAL-BRUN Done The Marriner School Fund of 
$757.73 and the School Building Fund of $2,799.05 were 
confirmed as being on deposit with the Bangor Savings 
Bank, Belfast, Maine. 


GENERAL............ The use of all excise tax revenue for 
snow removal purposes, transfers from surplus to various 
operating accounts and the use of federal revenue shar- 
ing funds for specific purposes were voter authorized.

DEPARTMENTAL OPERATIONS 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that a net unex- 
pended departmental balance of $5,989.37 was lapsed 
to unappropriated surplus, per the following summary:

ance.

The following comments pertain to the accompanying 
financial statements: 


ASSETS.......: The general cash balance was $35,070.64 at 
the year end. The bank balance used in reconciling the 
demand deposit balance was confirmed by the deposit- 
ory. A change fund of $50.00 was on hand and in the 
custody of the tax collector. 


INVESTMENTS............ General, federal revenue sharing 
and antirecession fiscal assistance funds of $13,027.22, 
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$35,678.79 and $3,160.00 respectively were invested in 
savings accounts with the Bangor Savings Bank, Belfast, 
Maine at February 1, 1977. 


Taxes receivable of $15,520.20 represented current year 
accounts of $14,773.41 and prior year accounts of 
$746.79 dating from 1972. Tax liens amounted to 
$6,079.92. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUG........ Accounts 
payable of $185.60 at year end represented an overpay- 
ment of taxes to be refunded. 


Unexpended departmental account balances totaling 
$27,216.04 were carried forward pending approval by 
the voters. 


FEDERAL REVENUE SHARING............ Unappropriated 
federal revenue sharing funds of $15,013.44 were avail- 
able at February 2, 1976. Entitlement payments for the 
fiscal year amounted to $19,347.00. Interest earnings 
credited to the fund totaled $1,318.35. Appropriated 
federal revenue sharing funds of $3,000.00 were trans- 
ferred to the town’s operating account for sanitary land- 
fill. It should be noted that $3,000.00 was due the 
general fund at the year end. Unappropriated funds at 
February 1, 1977 totaled $32,678.79. 


Antirecession fiscal assistance funds of $38,160.00 were 
carried forward to the ensuing year pending voter 
allocation. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $45,296.34 a 
decrease of $4,126.76. This change was occasioned 
principally by voter authorized transfer for depart- 
mental operations less the net unexpended departmental 
balance lapsed.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


All programmed work on tarring and resurfacing of Town 
Ways was completed early enough in the year to be well compact- 
ed prior to the winter season. Because of the volume of work the 
State-Aid Program was late and it was possible only to complete 
that portion along Route 173/131, a substantial improvement. 
The State has scheduled the portion of Paul Road from the re- 
built section to the Memorial for resurfacing in the Spring. We are 
recommending that the State-Aid funds for this year be applied to 
that portion of Route 131 going south out of Town through Bur- 
gess Woods. This work will require funds for more than a year to 
make meaningful progress. (A request is being made to the Depart- 
ment of Transportation for special funds to complete this project 
earlier.) Town Road Improvement Funds received from the State 
were used to improve Crie Road to the Sanitary Landfill. There 
were not sufficient funds to complete it. This coming year if funds 
are again made available, we will recommend that this road be 
completed and any remaining funds be used on the east end of 
Muzzy Ridge Road. We arranged for Benjamin Edgecomb to plow 
and sand that portion of the Town roads that had been Warren 
Heath’s responsibility. The Town obtained a second sander to 
further improve winter road safety. 


The Selectmen, through the Town Treasurer, placed all of 
the available Perpetual Care Funds in long term Certificates of 
Deposit with the interest paid yearly to the Cemetery Care Ac- 
count. This will reduce the amount of funds to be raised by taxes. 


Raynold Holmes was hired to survey the Town Line on the 
common boundary with Appleton and a portion of the Montville 
and Belmont boundaries. We recommend continued work on the 
Town Line for the coming year. 


Agreement was reached with Raynold Holmes to prepare the 
required Tax Map for the Town to be completed in 1979. We 
arranged for two CETA workers to assist him in his work, and 
they will be available into the Fall of 1979. We recommend funds 
be made available to complete his work on the Tax Map.

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REPORT OF VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Searsmont Volunteer Fire Department responded to two 
out-of-town fires (both in Belmont) during 1978. In one of these, 
the department assisted in saving a house; in the other a chicken 
house was lost. 


In Searsmont, four structure fires occurred, with no major 
losses sustained. Three chimney fires were also extinguished. 


The department responded to three vehicle fires in Searsmont, 
one of which was a case of arson. One of these vehicle fires re- 
sulted in one fatality. Since an autopsy report has not been re- 
ceived by the department, it is not known whether or not the 
death was a result of the fire. 


There were no major forest fires during 1978; although three 
brush fires were extinguished. One of these was at the town dump; 
another was caused by a tree having been felled onto power lines. 


Due to the extreme drought conditions during the summer 
and fall, the department was called on to fill five wells. Two of 
these wells were filled five or six times each. One well was pumped 
out, disinfected, and pumped out again, due to the discovery of a 
dead animal in it. 


Meetings are held twice a month, and there are approximate- 
ly twelve regular volunteers.

The fiscal year’s operations showed that a net unexpended depart- 
mental balance of $9,607.97 was lapsed to unappropriated surplus, 
per the following summary:

The overlay, supplemental taxes and unexpended balances in the 
town officers’ salaries, tax collectors commissions and interest 
accounts less tax discounts and overdrafts in the roads and bridges 
and community building accounts were the major factors contri- 
buting to the net unexpended departmental balance lapsed.

ASSETS. . . The general cash balance was $26,560.47 at the year 
end. The bank balance used in reconciling the demand deposit 
balance was confirmed by the depository. A chanae fund of $50.00 
was on hand and in the custody of the tax collector. 


INVESTMENTS .. . General, federal revenue sharing, antireces- 
sion fiscal assistance funds of $28,443.21, $44,712.61 and 
$11,906.04 respectively were invested in savings accounts with the 
Bangor Savings Bank, Belfast, Maine. 


Taxes receivable of $13,202.62 represented current year accounts 
of $12,003.03 and prior delinquent accounts of $1,199.59 dating 
from 1972. Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to 
$4,163.54 and $638.96 respectively. 

LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS . . . Unexpended 
departmental account balances totaling $20,852.21 were carried 
forward pending approval of the voters. 


The excess of actual state revenue sharing over estimated totaling 
$555.45 was carried forward to be applied toward the 1978 tax 
commitment. 
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FEDERAL REVENUE SHARING .. . Unappropriated federal 
revenue sharing funds of $32,678.79 were available at February 2, 
1977. Entitlement payments for the fiscal year amounted to 
$24,104.00. Interest earnings credited to the fund totaled 
$1,812.95. The amount of $116.87 was returned to the fund from 
the general fund. Appropriated federal revenue sharing funds of 
$17,000.00 were transferred to the town’s operating accounts 
for protection, environmental protection and public transportation 
purposes. $2,000.00 of the funds appropriated were used to estab- 
lish a tax map reserve fund. Unappropriated funds at February 1, 
1978 totaled $41,712.61. | 


Antirecession fiscal assistance funds of $11,906.04 were carried 
pending voter allocation. 


Business inventory tax and sale of the old firehouse totaling 
$9,718.60 and $3,000.00 respectively were carried pending voter 
allocation. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $41,583.49, a decrease 
of $3,712.85 for the fiscal year. This change was occasioned prin- 
cipally by voter authorized transfers for operational purposes less 
unexpended departmental balances lapsed and interest on invest- 
ments. | 


TRUST FUNDS... Trust fund principals totaled $19,966.26 and 
unexpended income was $11,868.08. The trust funds were rep- 
resented by bank deposits totaling $20,334.34 and securities of 
$11,500.00. The deposits were confirmed by the bank and the 
securities were physically checked at the town office. 


SPECIAL FUNDS... The Marriner School Fund of $845.30, the 
School Building Fund of $3,122.57 and the Cemetery Land Pur- 
chase Fund of $422.66 were confirmed as being on deposit with 
the Bangor Savings Bank, Belfast, Maine. 


RESERVE FUND ... The tax maps reserve fund was $2,089.74 
at February 1, 1978 and was on deposit with the Bangor Savings 
Bank, Belfast, Maine. 
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GENERAL ... The use of excise tax revenues for snow removal 
purposes, transfers from surplus to various operating accounts and 
the use of federal revenue sharing and antirecession fiscal assistance 
funds for specific purposes were voter authorized.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Considerable progress was made this last year in establishing 
the Community Building as a center of activities with the renova- 
tion of the Town Offices on the second floor. This enables the 
townspeople to conduct their municipal business in a centralized 
location. 


Searsmont Community Betterment paid the major cost of 
a drilled well at the Community Building site, and thanks to their 
contribution we now have a dependable supply of potable water. 


Thanks also go to Tom Wills and Associates who obtained a 
Federal grant for the construction of a solar heating system at the 
Fire House. This should help keep down the cost of heating the 
building on sunny days. In the coming year we expect a marked 
reduction in the amount of oil needed to heat the building. 


We received increasingly less work tarring and resurfacing of 
Town Ways while spending more and more money. The comple- 
tion of the State’s work on Paul (New England) Road required 
more than twice the anticipated funds leaving insufficient money 
for all additional work. Our Town Road Improvement funds were 
used on Crie and Muzzy Ridge Road with good effect. We found 
it necessary to replace the bridge over the Georges River on the 
Old County Road. We now have a much stronger bridge with no 
short-term maintenance necessary, but it caused a cost-over run 
in the Road and Bridge Account. 


We have completed the Town Line survey on the Hope- 
Appleton Line. The Town of Hope is paying their fair share, but 
we nave had no response from Appleton. We have picked up two 
residents for Tax purposes in our Survey and this will gain more 
revenue than the project cost. We would recommend continuing 
along the Lincolnville line this coming year, and have approached 
them for financial help. 


Raynold Holmes expects that the tax Map will be essentially 
complete by 1 April of this year and several pieces of property 
previously untaxed will be added to the rolls.

INVESTMENTS. .. .General and federal revenue sharing funds of 
$22,166.82 and $38,726.74 respectively were invested in savings 
accounts with the Bangor Savings Bank, Belfast, Maine. 


Taxes receivable of $12,704.52 represented current year accounts 
of $11,498.78 and prior delinquent accounts of $1,205.74 dating 
from 1972. Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to 
$2,269.01 and $691.22 respectively. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS. . . .Unexpended de- 
partmental account balances totaling $6,983.48 were carried for- 
ward pending approval of the voters. 


The excess of actual state revenue sharing over estimated totaling 
$1,280.97 was carried forward to be applied toward the 1979 
tax commitment. 


FEDERAL REVENUE SHARING. ...Unappropriated federal 
revenue sharing funds of $41,712.61 were available at February 2, 
1978. Entitlement payments for the fiscal year amounted to 
$21,465.00. Interest earnings credited to the fund totaled $1,549.13. 
Appropriated federal revenue sharing funds of $26,000.00 were 
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transferred to the town’s operating accounts for public transporta- 
tion, environmental protection and tax map purposes. Unappro- 
priated funds at February 1, 1979 totaled $38,726.74. 


Business inventory tax and sale of old firehouse totaling $18,096.58 
and $3,000.00 respectively were carried pending voter allocation. 


_ The unappropriated surplus amounted to $51,373.55, an increase 
of $9,790.06 for the fiscal year. This change was occasioned prin- 
cipally by unexpended departmental balances lapsed, sale of town 
owned property and interest on investments less voter authorized 
transfers for operational purposes. 


TRUST FUNDS. . . .Trust fund principals totaling $19,966.26 and 
unexpended income of $13,277.48 were invested in savings ac- 
counts, certificates of deposit and various stocks and bonds. 


SPECIAL FUNDS. .. .The Marriner School Fund of $890.74, the 
School Building Fund of $3,290.51 and the Cemetery Land Pur- 
chase Fund of $596.63 were confirmed as being on deposit with 
the Bangor Savings Bank, Belfast, Maine. 


GENERAL. .. .The use of excise tax revenues for snow removal 
purposes, transfers from surplus to various Operating accounts and 
the use of federal revenue sharing and antirecession fiscal assistance 
funds for specific purposes were voter authorized. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. . ..The following recommendations are 
worthy of consideration:

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ASSESSORS’ REPORT 


In 1980 we were able to add over $500,000 in new taxable 
property, however we needed to raise an additional $27,000 for 
the taxable year. This was the first year we had the advantage of a 
complete tax map of the Town. This assured that all property was 
on the tax books, but it introduced differences between property 
owners and the Assessors. In the majority of the cases the correc- 
tions were quickly made so the 1981 tax assessment should be more 
nearly correct. In addition, we came up with a new billing proce- 
dure which gave more information to the taxpayer as to what he 
was being taxed for, this also highlighted areas of difference be- 
tween the property owner and the Town. With experiences of last 
year and the corrections applied we should have more valid infor- 
mation as to taxable property. Current information is that there 
should be only minor changes to the 1980 assessed values and the 
tax rate; which will mean an increase of about 50 cents per thousand.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


We wish to report that 1980 was a successful year with Town 
expenditures held within the funds allocated at the last Town Meet- 
ing. This was true in spite of the inflation that made it very diffi- 
cult to complete the desired work with allotted funds. Because of 
adverse weather last spring several of the Town roads were partially 
washed out, especially the West Appleton Road which lost over a 
hundred feet of tarred surface. With the aid of the State we were 
able to reconstruct and resurface the damaged stretch. Our portion 
of the State Aid Reconstruction Funds were spent on Route 131 
south towards the Appleton Line. This was completed in time to 
get a second coating of tar when the Department of Transportation 
resurfaced all of Route 131, so that section is particularly well built. 


The Searsmont/Lincolnville Town Line was surveyed in Jan- 
uary and their Selectmen have indicated willingness to help defray 
the cost. We recommend continuing along the Belmont Line this 
coming year, and will ask them for financial support. 


With the bitter cold of late fall and early winter we received 
many requests of General Assistance for fuel aid because the Fed- 
eral-State program was slow in furnishing help to the worthy poor. 


The Selectmen reached agreement with Two Operators for 
Snow Removal and Sanding of Townways. Each has approximately 
22 miles of responsibility. 


The Town became a founding member of the Waldo County 
Development Corporation, a non-profit organization which has 
the sole purpose of improving the economic climate of Waldo 
County. Each member community is authorized a member on the 
Board of Directors. We believe that the Town will benefit directly 
from an increase in the economic productivity of the County.

The Town has not maintained a record of general fixed assets, and 
accordingly a statement of genera! fixed assets, required by gener- 
ally accepted accounting principles, is not included in our financial 
report. 


In our opinion, the aforementioned statements for the fiscal year 
ended February 1, 1980, present fairly the information contained 
therein, in conformity with the provisions of Title 30, Revised 
Statutes, Section 5253, applied on a basis consistent with that of the 
the preceding year.

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COMMENTS 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that a net unexpended depart- 
mental balance of $3,805.29 was lapsed to unappropriated surplus, 
per the following summary: 

Departmental Accounts: 


Unexpended Balances $9,885.04 
Overdrafts 6,079.75 
Net Unexpended Balance $3,805.29 


The overlay, supplemental taxes and an unexpended balance in the 
interest account less tax abatements and overdrafts in the fire de- 
partment equipment, sanitary landfill and roads and bridges ac- 
counts were the major factors contributing to the net unexpended 
departmental balance lapsed to surplus. 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying financial 
statements: 


ASSETS. . . .The general fund cash balance was $29,913.67 at the 
year end. The bank balance used in reconciling the demand deposit 
balance was confirmed by the depository. A change fund of $50.00 
was on hand and in the custody of the tax collector. 


INVESTMENTS. .. .Generai and federal revenue sharing funds of 
$33,772.47 and $40,169.71 respectively were invested in savings 
accounts with the Bangor Savings Bank, Belfast, Maine. 


Taxes receivable of $11,253.25 represented current year accounts 
of $11,234.77 and prior delinquent accounts of $18.48 dating 
from 1977. Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to 
$2,401.04 and $912.62 respectively. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS. . . .Unexpended de- 
partmental account balances totaling $20,590.04 were carried for- 
ward pending approval of the voters. 


The excess of actual state revenue sharing over estimated totaling 
$1,293.32 was carried forward to be applied toward the 1980 tax 
commitment. 


FEDERAL REVENUE SHARING. . ..Unappropriated federal rev- 
enue sharing funds of $38,726.74 were available at February 2, 
1979. Entitlement payments for the fiscal year amounted to 
$22,037.00. Interest earnings credited to the fund totaled $4,405.97. 
Appropriated federal revenue sharing funds of $25,000.00 were 
transferred to the town’s operating accounts for public transport- 
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ation, financial administration and public safety purposes. Unap- 
propriated funds at February 1, 1980 totaled $40,169.71. 


Business inventory tax reimbursement of $11,965.30 was carried 
forward pending voter allocation. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $44,195.49, a decrease 
of $7,178.06 for the fiscal year. This change was occasioned prin- 
cipally by voter authorized transfers for operational purposes less 
the unexpended departmental balance lapsed and interest on 
investments. 


TRUST FUNDS. ...Trust fund principals totaling $20,166.26 and 
unexpended income of $14,417.52 were invested in savings ac- 
counts, certificates of deposit and various stocks and bonds. 


SPECIAL FUNDS. . ..The Marriner School Fund of $940.51, the 
School Building Fund of $3,474.42 and the Cemetery Land Pur- 
chase Fund of $630.55 were confirmed as being on deposit with 
the Bangor Savings Bank, Belfast, Maine. 


GENERAL. .. .The use of excise tax revenues for snow removal 
purposes, transfers from surplus to various operating accounts and 
the use of federal revenue sharing for specific purposes were voter 
authorized.

Section 1 


No person having the care of animals, whether do- 
mestic or otherwise, shall permit or allow the same to go 
at large on any nighway, street, land, alley, common, 
Square, or any other public place within the Town, or 
upon the property of another person without the consent 
of that person. Upon complaint of any person, any ani- 
mal found in violation of this ordinance may be seized 
and impounded by any law enforcement officer, animal 
control officer, or other public official authorized for 
these purposes, and that animal’s owner or keeper shall 
be liable for all related costs. Any animal, so found, not 
bearing the identification of its owner shall be classified 
as a stray, and may be humanely disposed of, or sold, 
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after being held for 10 days. Such officer may keep such 
animal in any appropriate facility within or without of 
the Town of Searsmont. 


Penalty: 


In addition to, or in lieu of, seizing the animal, the 
officer having jurisdiction may bring suit against the owner 
of any animal running at large and that owner commits a 
civil violation for which a forfeiture of not less than 
$25.00, nor more than $100.00 shall be adjudged. 


The words “‘at large’ shall mean off the premises 
of the owner, or keeper, and not under the control of 
any person by means of a chain, rope, cord of sufficient 
strength to control the animal, or such personal presence 
and attention as will reasonably control the conduct of 
such animal. 


section 2_ 


It shall be unlawful for the owner, or keeper, of 
any dog, 6 months or older, to maintain such a dog un- 
less it has been vaccinated by a veterinary with anti-rabies 
vaccine within 24 months preceding the date on which 
said dog is kept or maintained. Proof of vaccination shall 
be filed with the Town Clerk within 10 days after the 
vaccination or within 10 days after said.dog is brought 
into the Town. Proof of vaccination shall be affixed to 
said dog in an acceptable manner. Failure to file proof 
of vaccination or failure to produce proof of vaccination 
upon demand of any law enforcement officer, animal 
control officer, or other public official authorized for 
these purposes, shall be prima facie evidence that said 
dog has not been vaccinated. Any person found violating 
this ordinance commits a civil violation for which a for- 
feiture of not less than $25.00, nor more than $100.00, 
shall be authorized. 


Section 3 


It shall be unlawful for any person to keep, or main- 
tain a dog which creates a nuisance by habitually barking, 
biting, howling, or in any other manner disturbing the 
peace and quiet of any other person, after that owner, 
or keeper, has been warned by any law enforcement of- 
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ficer, animal control officer, or other public official auth- 
orized for these purposes, that his dog, or dogs, have been 
disturbing the peace and quiet of another person, or per- 
sons, and that owner, or keeper, commits a civil violation 
for which a forfeiture of not less than $25.00, nor more 
than $100,00, shall be adjudged.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


We wish to report that 1981 was a successful year. Town ex- 
penditures were held within the funds allocated at the last Town 
Meeting. While costs have gone up, special efforts were made by all 
concerned to keep expenditures within bounds. 


The Department of Transportation reorganized its local road 
improvement program. Money and services received from them 
were substantially reduced. Consequently several roads formerly 
maintained by the State were to become the responsibility of the 
Town. These included a portion of New England Road, Moody 
Mountain Road and the Ghent. The proposal included a grant of 
money to plow and maintain these roads, an amount far Jess than 
previous expenditures. We strongly objected to the return of these 
roads and requested a reconsideration of New England Road in 
that it is not limited to local traffic but is being used as a primary 
travel route. Upon reconsideration DOT agreed not only to retain 
that portion of New England Road that they had previously main- 
tained but in addition to take over the remainder of the road. As 
of 1 July 1982 New England Road from Route No. 3 to the Village 
Center will be maintained by the State. Moody Mt. Road and the 
Ghent become a Town responsibility. 


We also voiced our strong concern with the County Commis- 
sioners and the State Legislators over the 30% increase in the pro- 
posed County Budget. Our efforts and those of other selectmen 
made a sufficient impression on responsible parties to reduce the 
increase to more reasonable 12%. 


During the summer a Public Meeting was held to discuss a new 
location for the Post Office. Consequently, we reached an agreement 
with the Postal Service to construct a Post Office on the ground 
floor of the Community Building. The tenants agreed to pay for 
the modification of the building making it suitable for Postal func- 
tions, to furnish their own heat and to pay a rental of $125.00 per 
month. 


We are pleased to report that the Town is financially sound 
and should continue so through the coming year. 
It was a pleasure to serve you during 1981.

The fiscal year’s operations showed that a net unexpended de- 
partmental balance of $11,134.79 was lapsed to unappropriated 
surplus, per the following summary:

The overlay, supplemental taxes and unexpended balances in the

The following comments pertain to the accompanying financial 
statements: 


ASSETS. ... The general fund cash balance was $23,851.46 at 
year end. The bank balance used in reconciling the demand depo- 
sit balance was confirmed by the Depository. A change fund of 
$50.00 was on hand and in the custody of the tax collector. 


INVESTMENTS. ... General and federal revenue sharing funds of 
$27,798.41 and $34,162.59 respectively were invested in savings 
accounts and a money market certificate with the Bangor Savings 
Bank, Belfast, Maine. 


Taxes receivable of $19,412.50 represented current year accounts. 
Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to $2,362.50 and 
$975.22 respectively. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS. . .. Unexpended de- 
partmental account balances totaling $14,565.00 were carried 
forward pending approval of the voters. 


The excess of actual state revenue sharing funds over estimated 
totaling $1,698.44 were carried forward to be applied toward the 
1981 tax commitment. 


FEDERAL REVENUE SHARING. ... Unappropriated federal rev- 
enue sharing funds of $40,169.71 were available at February 2, 
1980. Entitlement payments for the fiscal year amounted to 
$10,824.00. Interest earnings credited to the fund totaled 
$3,168.88. Appropriated federal revenue sharing funds of 
$20,000.00 were transferred to the town’s operating accounts for 
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public transportation, financial administration and health and 
sanitation purposes. Unappropriated funds at February 1, 1981 
totaled $34,162.59. 


Business inventory tax reimbursements of $10,660.28 was s carried 
forward pending voter allocation. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $47,256.22, an increase 
of $3,060.73 for the fiscal year. This change was occasioned prin- 
cipally by unexpended departmental balances lapsed and interest 
on investments less voter authorized transfers for operational 
purposes.
